LIGHTS CASH’ VOW 

Extra money collected from residents still lies in council coffers

THOUSANDS of pounds of tax¬ 
payers’ money remains locked 
away as authorities stay tight- 
lipped over whether street lights 
in Harlow will be switched back 
on. 

The part-night blackout was 
introduced by Essex County 
Council in March last year to 
save money and reduce emis¬ 
sions. 

Currently, the lights go out at 
lam, saving the county council 


about Elm a year. 

But earlier this year Harlow 
Council offered to pay £121,000 - 
generated by a 1.5 per cent rise in 
council tax - to have the town’s 
lights kept on. 

The offer was rejected - but by 
then council tax bills had 
already been sent out. 

Discussions 

This week both authorities 
said discussions were ongoing 
but declined to comment fur¬ 
ther. 

Meanwhile, the district coun¬ 
cil has said the money already 


paid by taxpayers would be pro¬ 
tected. 

A local government legal 
expert said that while the 
decision to take money from tax¬ 
payers without first getting con¬ 
firmation from Essex County 
Council that it would accept the 
offer was clumsy, he did not 
think there would be any form of 
legal redress. 

“I can imagine Harlow politi¬ 
cians thinking it’s politically 
clever holding Essex to ransom, 
but I don’t think there’s scope to 
hypothecate finance in that way, 
particularly when you’re not in 


control of the issue,” he said. 

“Unless Essex has agreed to it 
in some way and have created a 
legitimate expectation in law, I 
don’t think there would be any 
legal redress. 

“It’s not the best strategy to 
announce something is going to 
happen where you have no con¬ 
trol over it. It does show some 
maladroitness on behalf of Har¬ 
low Council.” 

Why some residents continue 
to voice their anger at the switch- 
off, others question the need to 
reverse the policy. 

“Keep them off, it’s a waste of 


energy and money to keep lights 
on through the night when the 
majority of people are tucked up 
in bed asleep or already at their 
place of work, working,” said 
one. “You don’t see lights on the 
Mil from London to Harlow or in 
the villages scattered across the 
country.”

Driver’s parting gift to 
help children’s charity 

Estate trustees donate tens of thousands to Kisses4Kids

A GENEROUS lorry driver who raised 
thousands of pounds for charity has 
made one last donation . . . two years 
after his death. 

Chris Pratchett, 60, died after suf¬ 
fering a heart attack in April 2013. 
However, with no family members to 
inherit his estate, trustees decided to 
make donations worth tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds to two charities. 

The money was split between Comic 
Relief and Kisses4Kids, a local charity 
which provides treats for young 
people with life-limiting and terminal 
illnesses and has raised money to buy 
equipment for Harlow’s Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital. 

The £78,338 donation to Kisses4Kids 
is the single biggest amount it has 
received. 

The charity was started by Stacey 
Johnson who, having spent long peri¬ 
ods of time as a teenager in hospital 
receiving treatment for a brain 
tumour, wanted to do something to 


family trips and has paid for a sensory 
room and outside play area at PAH. 

Claire Hope, from the Hoddesdon 
depot of Sainsbury’s where Mr Pratch¬ 
ett worked and whose charity of the 
year is Kisses4Kids, said he regularly 
raised funds and made donations to 
worthy caauses. 

“Chris would work a shift in March 
every year and donate the money to 
Comic Relief,” she said. “He would 
also donate to our local charity 
through raffles and collections.” 

Mr Pratchett had worked as a driver 
at the Rye Park depot for 36 years, 
initially under a series of contractors 
before the supermarket chain brought 
the operation in-house. 

His funeral was organised by his 
former colleagues. Ms Hope said: 
“Chris sadly didn’t have any family to 
organise his funeral so friends 
stepped in to give their late workmate 
a fitting send-off.” 

A spokeswoman for Kisses4Kids 
said: “Thank you does not seem strong 
enough. We hope to make Chris proud 
with how we spend the money.”

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Second runway 
at Stansted may 
be an ‘inevitable’ 
long-term option 
- council leader 

THE construction of a second runway 
at Stansted Airport after 2030 may be 
an “inevitable option” in the long term, 
according to the leader of Essex County 
Council. 

Supporting the recommendation in 
the report of a commission chaired by 
Sir Howard Davies that a third runway 
should be built at Heathrow, Cllr David 
Finch said it was the most viable 
option. 

But he added the council believed 
Stansted should be an important air¬ 
port of trade and commerce as well as 
one for short breaks and holidays 

“Sensible growth at Stansted can 
benefit the UK and the Essex economy,” 
he said. “It is one of the many factors 
that make Essex the place to be.” 

His prediction of a second runway at 
Stansted related to long-term growth, 
but in the short to medium term he 
called on the Government to accept the 
recommendations of the report. 

“We believe a third runway at Heath¬ 
row is the most viable option now,” he 
said. “It’s affordable, practical and con¬ 
solidates Heathrow’s position as the 
UK’s central airport.” 

Strengthening 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said he 
welcomed the fact that the report, 
which was published yesterday (Wed¬ 
nesday), did not call for a second run¬ 
way at Stansted but instead supported 
stren-gthening its existing capacity. 

He said: “With over 17 million people 
using Stansted every year, strength¬ 
ening the existing capacity is vital to 
ensure a better service for everyone.” 

Campaign group Stop Stansted 
Expansion said it was relieved the 
report did not include immediate 
building at Stansted but questioned the 
need for any new runways at all. 

It accused the aviation industry of 
exaggerating demand, claiming busi¬ 
ness travel has been in decline for 15 
years and now accounted for less than a 
sixth of all international travel from 
UK airports. 

SSE chairman Peter Sanders said: 
“Ten years ago Stansted was first in the 
queue for a new runway to serve Lon¬ 
don. This report marks a remarkable 
turnaround and that must come as a 
great relief to our local community. 

“It looks as if it will be the end of this 
year before the Government makes its 
final decisions and, having regard to 
the likelihood of legal challenges, there 
may well be a longer period of uncer¬ 
tainty. Whatever the timescale, SSE 
will continue to play a full part in the 
debate.” 



Town Park fun 
run starts liver 
scanner appeal 

Hospital charity seeking to raise £80,000

A FUNDRAISING campaign to buy a 
hospital scanner for patients with 
liver disease has been launched in 
Harlow. 

The Long Live Liver appeal has 
been started by the Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital NHS Trust Charitable 
Fund. 

Its target is to raise £80,000 to pur¬ 
chase the state-of-the-art scanner 
which is used to support the dia¬ 
gnosis of liver disease without the 
need for invasive and sometimes 
painful liver biopsies. 

Liver disease is the fifth biggest 
killer in England and Wales behind 
heart disease, cancer, stroke and res¬ 
piratory disease. It claims more lives 
than diabetes and road accident 
deaths combined. 

On Sunday more than 30 people 
took part in a 5k fun run in Harlow 
Town Park to get the appeal under 
way. 

The event was the brainchild of Dr 
Deb Ghosh, a consultant gastroen¬ 
terologist at PAH. It is one of many 
fundraisers that he and his team will 
be organising during the coming year 
under the Long Live Liver banner.

“While deaths in younger people 
from illnesses such cancer, diabetes 
and strokes have been decreasing in 
recent years, deaths in people under 
65 from liver disease have been rising 
at an alarming rate,” he said. 

“Our current lifestyles, including 
drinking alcohol and eating fatty 


foods, have contributed to this sharp 
increase but there have also been 
rises in cases of viral hepatitis and 
non-alcoholic liver disease.” 

Dr Ghosh added: “We decided to 
organise this fun run as a warm-up to 
a larger event in Harlow on Septem¬ 
ber 27 in Harlow. 

“We hope to have more than 200 
people at this family-friendly event 
where people can run anywhere from 
2k to 10k to support the scanner 
appeal.” 

The fun run will be supported by a 
health awareness fair at which 
people can learn more about how to 
improve their lifestyle while still hav¬ 
ing fun. 

“I would like to thank everyone 
who supported Sunday’s event des¬ 
pite the weather and would encour¬ 
age the people of Harlow, and further 
afield, to join us on the September 27 
or to support the scanner appeal in 
any way they can.”

PAH can cure 
parking pain

if the majority of those 
responding want it. 

We have just completed such a 
process in Bishopsfield. On 
many occasions during the 
consultation new ideas and 
solutions are found. 

The biggest single issue for 
Hare Street and the surrounding 
area is the lack of parking at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

It reduced the parking when it 
built the temporary ward. Now 
we are told they want to open a 
new clinic which will further 
reduce parking provision. 

The hospital authorities could 
solve the problem and ease the 
pressure on the area by dusting 
off the design for a new multi¬ 
storey car park similar to the 
one at Harlow Town station. 

Parking on the local streets is 
mainly caused by staff who 
either work part-time or who 
can’t apply for a parking permit 
in the hospital grounds. Speak to 
any staff member and they will 
tell you how they drive around 
praying to find a space. 

So the local solution on this 
issue lies with the hospital, not 
the council. I would urge all 
residents to write to the chief 
executive of the hospital and ask 
him to step up and take positive 
action. 

In the meantime, the council 
will work with residents to find 
local solutions.

Not best use 
of resources 

SIR In you article headlined 
“Plight of families forced to live 
in overcrowded homes” (Star, 
June 25), Cllr Rod Truan, Harlow 
Council’s portfolio holder for 
housing, states: “The council is 
doing what it can with the 
resources it has available to 
provide additional homes to help 
towards tackling the affordable 
housing shortage.” 

That is a really strange thing 
for him to say when he is fully 
aware that in just Harlow 
Common alone there have been 
20 flats vacant for over 10 years. 

Kingsmoor House has been 
empty for almost as long and 
four houses were demolished 
over 10 years ago for the Clifton 
Hatch development that was 
finally started nine years later. 

The development has now 
provided pitifully few homes for 
rent for people on the council’s 


waiting list and then only on a 
one-off basis, which means that 
once the first tenants move on 
the council no longer has any 
allocation rights. 

Where are the families who 
will need rehousing during the 
council’s Priority Estates 
programme going to be housed 
and what effect is that going to 


have on the waiting list? 

Added to this, the ring-fenced 
Housing Revenue Account 
(council house rent receipts) has 
considerable funds moved into 
the council’s General Fund 
(council tax receipts). 

I see a lot of new officers but 
the quality and quantity of the 
services that the council provide 


its residents just keeps getting 
worse. 

Is this what Cllr Truan means 
by doing what it can with the 
resources it has available?

Boy, 12, chased by man 
after attempted robbery 

A SCHOOLBOY walking home from school was 
chased by a man after refusing to hand over his 
mobile phone during an attempted robbery. 

The 12-year-old was walking along Tendring Road, 
Harlow, at 3.45pm on Wednesday, June 17 when a man, 
who was sitting behind a bus stop, approached him 
and unzipped the boy’s rucksack. 

The man demanded he hand over his phone and 
keys but the boy refused and ran off into Kingsland, 
followed by the suspect. 

The man is described as in his mid-20s, 5ft llins tall 
and skinny. He spoke in a foreign accent, possibly 
eastern European, and had a long nose, bushy eye¬ 
brows, brown eyes and a moustache. 

He wore black leather gloves, a navy blue hooded 
top with a white letter ‘T’ on the back, ripped black 
trousers and black shoes and carried a white plastic 
carrier bag.

PLANS to redevelop the Grade II 
listed Churchgate Hotel site in 
Old Harlow have been submitted 
to Harlow Council. 

Developers hope to be given per¬ 
mission to demolish the central 
section of the existing hotel to 
create 32 new residential units 
made up of houses and apart¬ 
ments. 

Under the plans the existing 
replica wing would be converted 
into 12 affordable flats while alter¬ 
ations would be made to the hotel 
building to form 13 guest bed¬ 
rooms, a restaurant, bar and staff 
facilities. 

The proposals also involve the 
creation of a new access road 
through the existing gateway to 
Hobbs Cross Road to the east of 
the site opposite Elmbridge 
Road. 

A new access driveway along 
the west boundary would be cre¬ 
ated leading a parking court. 

The plans are currently subject 
to a public consultation before 



going in front of Harlow Council's 
development management com¬ 
mittee. 

The refurbishment of the exist¬ 
ing building to create a smaller 
“boutique hotel” has been sup¬ 
ported in the community, who 
believe there is a local need for the 
facility. 

“The building is in such a state 
due to the previous owners,” said 
Robbie Hutchin on the Star’s 
Facebook page. “I believe the 
developers will do a great job of 


returning this building to a fea¬ 
ture of Churchgate Street again.” 

However, some residents ques¬ 
tioned the need for more hous¬ 
ing. 

“Harlow needs better roads a 
bigger hospital more schools and 
huge investment in the town 
centre as it is,” said Danny Ede. 
“The last thing it needs is more 
people moving to the area.”

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From next year cigarettes will be sold in standardised packets but will it help smokers quit? 

Is plain packaging 
just a smokescreen?

ENCASED in a murky green wrapping 
adorned with gory images, the new 
generation of cigarette packets are 
anything but cool and sexy. 

From May 2016 all advertising will be 
removed from boxes and instead 
cigarettes will be sold in plain 
packaging. 

Health experts have argued that such 
moves will be key in helping smokers to 
quit the habit. They point to towns like 
Harlow, which has a higher than 
average number of smokers as 
communities that have the most to gain 
from the move. 

The statistics for Harlow are more in 
keeping with England’s north east than 
the south and it is in the highest band 
for the cost of hospital admissions 
attributable to smoking. 

So could new packaging be a key 
factor in persuading the town’s smokers 
to call it a day? If what happened in 
Australia is anything to go by, the 
answer could well be yes. Tobacco sales 
there dropped by 12 per cent when 
similar measures were introduced in 
2013. 

With 100,000 people a year dying in 
the UK from smoking-related causes 
and where the mortality rate for Harlow 
stands at 200 per 100,000 head of 
poulation, it is a powerful statistic and 
one that encouraged 367 MPs to vote in

favour of a ban on branded cigarette 
packets. 

Hazel Cheeseman, from the tobacco 
action charity ASH, said: “The reason 
Harlow could have a higher number of 
smokers is because people from poorer 
backgrounds tend to start smoking at a 
much younger age, making it harder to 
quit. 

“Children are, therefore, growing up 
in an environemnt where they see it as 
natural to be smoking.” 

She argues that Harlow’s problem 
could also be a solution as children 
would now only be exposed to negative 
tobacco branding which in turn impact, 
and subsequently change, their 
perceptions of the habit. 

As children in Harlow are more likely 
to have a parent who smokes, they are 
more likely to develop a negative 
perception of the habit through seeing 
non-aesthetically pleasing packets. 


However, the ban does have its critics. 
In a blog written shortly after 113 MPs 
opposed the change, Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon explained: “I voted against 
because I believe in freedom to choose. 

“Fifteen people die every day from 
alcohol-related problems, but should we 
cover up wine bottles? In my view no. 

Education 

“The best way to cut smoking is 
through tax and education. I have had 
concerns from newsagents worried 
about their trade and jobs because of 
the likely rise in smuggling illicit 
tobacco.” 

His views were echoed across social 
media, with many people saying the 
concept is flawed. 

Posting on the Star’s Facebook page, 
Gareth Williams wrote: “Personally I 
think it is a silly idea. Tax and 
education are more off-putting than 


branding which creates jobs.” 

Michelle Doherty commented: 

“People don’t buy cigarettes for the 
pretty little pictures and decorations on 
the boxes, they buy them because they 
are addicted. 

“If kids want to smoke they will 
because they see their friends and 
family doing it and they think it’s cool. I 
don’t think the new packaging will 
change anything.” 

And her comments were echoed by 
Susan Wackett, who said : “People who 
want to smoke always will. I do think 
however that there are less young 
people smoking today than 20 years 
ago.” 

In 2012 legislation came into effect 
which forced all large shops and 
supermarkets in England to cover up 
cigarettes and hide tobacco products 
from public view. 

And while an attempt to remove 


conventional cigarette packaging would 
have been inconceivable at the turn of 
the century, to many it now feels like 
the logical next step. 

Critics, including the powerful 
tobacco industry lobby, believe this 
latest attempt will have an insignificant 
impact but Ms Cheeseman is confident 
that real change will happen. 

“I would not expect to see the new 
packaging to take effect straight away 
but it will make a difference in 
persuading a new generation to not 
smoke,” she said. 

“When advertising was banned, for 
years there was not much difference, 
but then all of a sudden there was a big 
drop. I think that is telling.” 

For the time being Harlow will 
continue to puff above its weight. Only 
time will tell whether a new generation 
will choose to follow their forefathers 
down the smoking road.

Tributes to ex-Harlow Town manager

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
former Harlow Town FC player 
and manager Dave Edwards, 
who has died at the age of 67. 

Mr Edwards, of Elmbridge, 
Old Harlow, passed away on 
Thursday after a long il l ness. 
His family were by his side. 

Born in Willesden, Mr Edw¬ 
ards moved to Harlow when he 
was 14 and quickly established 
himself on the local football 
scene, playing in the Harlow 
Minors League before moving 
up to the seniors. 

As a tough and uncomprom¬ 
ising defender, he played for 
Harlow Town more than 120 
times and scored nine goals but 
it was as a manager that he will 
best be remembered. 

He took charge of the club 
from 1985 to 1994 and during 
that time was manager for more 
than 500 games.

His legendary status was

He also had spells in charge of 
Bishop’s Stortford, Stansted, 
Saffron Walden, Ware, Hertford 
and Bromley. 

Mr Edwards also ran his own 
courier business. 

Wembley 

His son, Andy, said: “Football 
was a big part of dad’s life. I have 
been told he was a great centre 
half during his playing days and 
I was lucky enough to follow the 
teams he managed. I was sitting 
in the dugout at Wembley when 
he won the FA Vase in 1984. 

“Everybody tells me what a 
great man he was. I can only say 
he was the best, husband, father 
and grandfather you could have 
ever wished for and he will be 
missed immensely.” 

Mr Edwards’ daughter-in-law 
Kelly added: “From close friends 
to the occasional acquaintance, 
people always had good things to 


say about him. He seemed to 
have touched many people.” 

Former Harlow Town chair¬ 
man Alan Howick said: “It is a 
very sad loss but Dave will be 
fondly remembered. He was a 
great guy and hugely popular, 
an inspiration to many. 

“He took over at Stansted 
Football Club when they were 
not a strong side but put togeth¬ 
er a fantastic team of players 
and he won three trophies with 
them, including the FA Vase at 
Wembley, which was a great 
achievement. 

“While he would admit to not 
being the greatest tactician, he 
had a real knack to get the best 
out of players and that’s what 
made him great.” 

Mr Edwards leaves a wife, 
Andrea, two sons and two 
grandchildren. The funeral ser¬ 
vice will take place at Parndon 
Wood Crematorium on Wednes¬ 
day (July 8) at 1pm, followed by a 
wake at Harlow Town FC. 


Death of former 
town councillor 
and activist for 
disability rights 

A FORMER Labour councillor who 
represented the wards of Old Harlow 
and Nettewell during the 1970s and 
’80s has died. 

Michael Gerrard, who was 81, 
passed away in Bidford-on-Avon 
earlier this month. 

Born in Paddington in 1934, Mr 
Gerrard studied at Oxford where he 
gained a degree in politics, economics 
and philosophy before joining the 
Royal Navy. 

He became a member of the Labour 
Party when he moved to west Essex 
and served as both secretary and 
chairman of the former Epping 
Constituency Labour Party, which at 
the time included Harlow. 

Candidate 

After moving to the town, he was 
elected to the council in 1972, at first 
representing Old Harlow and later 
Netteswell. He also stood as the 
Labour parliamentary candidate in 
the east Walthamstow constituency. 

A key activist in the campaign to 
help the chronically sick and 
disabled, Mr Gerrard worked to 
achieve the benefits which were 
included in the Chronically Sick & 
Disabled Persons Act which was 
introduced by the Labour MP Alf 
Morris MP. 

He was also a prominent member of 
the anti-apartheid movement. 

Mr Gerrard left Harlow to take up 
the position of chief executive of the 
Shetland Islands. When he retired he 
moved to Bidford-on-Avon and became 
hairman of Stratford-upon-Avon 
Constituency Labour Party. 

He is survived by his wife, Heather, 
four children and six grandchildren.

County to deliver improvements

THE cost of the Meals on Wheels 
service in Essex is to be frozen for the 
next 12 months. 

Essex County Council has agreed to 
keep the charge at the current level 
while at the same time improve the 
service. 

As part of the decision, a one-year 
extension has been agreed to the 
county’s existing Meals on Wheels 
service. 

Following discussions between the 
county council and the service pro¬ 
vider Sodexo, a pilot group of 120 
people across the county will also be 
given the opportunity to choose their 
meal option from a greater range of 
sources. 

They will be consulted on a one-to- 
one basis and will be offered a variety 
of meal options. 

County Hall, working alongside 
local voluntary and health groups and 
community providers, will identify 
suitable services such as lunch and 
casserole clubs as well as helping with 
meal preparation and the purchase of 


suitable equipment. 

Councillors agreed that the involve¬ 
ment of local groups with residents 
both at home and in their neighbour¬ 
hood would not only cater for their 
nutritional needs but also identify 
those at risk of social isolation. 

Council leader David Finch said: 
“This is all about improving the ser¬ 
vice people currently get by offering a 
greater choice and variety of meals, 
either in their home or within the 
local community. 

“We will continue to provide meals 
on wheels to everyone who needs 
them. We remain committed to ensur¬ 
ing that our older residents across the 
county have access to an affordable 
and nutritious hot meal. 

“And the best thing about this new 
approach is that we will work with 
local communities and volunteers to 
deliver meals that are tailored to each 
individual needs.”

THOUSANDS of children in Harlow are 
living in families caught in the poverty 
trap, according to a national campaign 
group. 

End Child Poverty found parents are 
cutting back on food and heating as they 
struggle to cope as child benefit and child 
tax credit rates fall below inflation. 

According to its analysis, 7,400 Harlow 
families with children have been affected 
by the mismatch in figures with the num¬ 
ber of children hit totalling a significant 
12,900. 

The town has one of the highest rates in 
the eastern region, with only Luton and 
Peterborough significantly higher. The fig¬ 
ures also showed one in five families have 
difficulty providing food and heating. 

Worrying 

David Holmes chairman of End Child 
Poverty which is supported by more than 
150 organisations , said: “It is deeply wor¬ 
rying that parents are having to cut back on 
food, heating and other essentials that 
their children need in order to develop and 
thrive. 

“We think it is vital that child benefits 
keep pace with the cost of living and that 
the Government gives them the same pro¬ 
tection as the state pension. 

“This is an opportunity to be bold and to 
invest in our children’s future.” 

He added: “During the election cam¬ 


paign David Cameron promised not to cut 
child benefit. Now is the time for him to 
keep that pledge.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon defended the 
Government’s record and pointed to the 
fact that there are now 300,000 fewer chil¬ 
dren in relative poverty and 31 million 
people in work. 

He said: “As MP for Harlow, I have a 
passion for helping the lowest paid. 

“With more jobs, lower taxes for lower 
earners, free school meals and the pupil 
premium, we should go some way to carry 


on reducing child poverty. 

“I have worked hard for measures such 
as the Pupil Premium and ensuring free 
school meals for all children, including 
those attending further education col¬ 
leges. 

“The new Conservative government 
remains committed to reducing poverty - 
and child poverty in particular - and will 
follow the targets set out in its Child 
Poverty Strategy 2014-17. 

“Good news for struggling families is 
coming also from the economy as a whole. 


Since March, inflation has been below 0 
with fuel and food prices 2.8 per cent lower 
than in April 2014, while wages are on the 
up.” 

The effect of child poverty in the town is 
turning an increasing number of families 
to Harlow Foodbank to put meals on 
plates. 

Foodbanks, which provide emergency 
bundles of tinned and dried food to des¬ 
perate families, have grown year on year 
since setting up in 2009 and have provided 
more than 15,000 emergency meals. 

The service recently posted feedback 
they have received in which several users 
praised its “lifesaving” work. 

Emergency 

Gary Knott, director of community ser¬ 
vices for Harlow Foodbank commented: 
“We continue to experience a high level of 
families with children referred to us for 
emergency food by front-line care profes¬ 
sionals and in the last financial year we fed 
3,726 people, of which 1,247 were children. 

“We are also now working with eight 
local primary school breakfast clubs in 
Harlow,and one in Ongar, to ensure that 
children who receive pupil premium (free 
school meals) also get a nutritious break¬ 
fast at the start of each school day. 

“It is well recorded by educational pro¬ 
fessionals that a breakfast each morning 
before school greatly enhances children’s 
attentiveness in class and their education¬ 
al attainment, giving them the opportunity 
in life that they deserve.”

A SERIES of public events will be held by North 
Weald Bassett Parish Council to update residents on 
issues which it believes will have “serious implic¬ 
ations” for the North Weald, Thornwood and Hast- 
ingwood areas. 

Officers and councillors will be on hand to discuss 
the Green Belt review currently being undertaken 
by Epping Forest District Council as well as Essex 
County Council’s proposal to site an aggregate 
waste recycling centre next to the McDonald’s res¬ 
taurant at Hastingwood and the parish council’s 
Neighbourhood Plan Area Designation. 

Parish council chairman Cyril Hawkins said: “All 
these are major local issues which could have ser¬ 
ious implications for the future of the whole of the 
North Weald Bassett parish. 

“It is vital local people have as much information 
as possible and are able to find out about these 
issues, giving them an opportunity to get involved.” 

The council is taking legal action against Epping 
Forest Council because it did not designate the 


entire parish of North Weald Bassett as a Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan area. 

A letter from planning consultants acting for 
developers, which was circulated at an meeting of 
the parish council in April, revealed that land at 
Latton Priory near the M11/A414 roundabout could 
be developed for housing, a business park, com¬ 
munity facilities, open spaces and recreational 
areas, along with significant investment in high¬ 
ways and junction improvements. 

The council argues that omitting areas at Hast¬ 
ingwood from the Neighbourhood Plan would 
exclude residents from having a say over the future 
of where they live, as the law intended. 

It is also fighting proposals for the waste recycling 
centre and considering its views over the Green Belt 
review. 

The parish council is holding public consultation 
sessions at Hastingwood Village Hall next Saturday 
(July 11) from 10.30am-12.30pm, at the North Weald 
Airfield community day on Sunday, July 12 from 
10.30am-3.30pm, at North Weald Library on Monday, 
July 13 from 4.30-6.30pm and at Thornwood Parish 
Hall on Wednesday, July 15 from 4.30pm-6.30pm.

ART EXHIBITIONS 


ITH a capacity of 250, The Square 
in Harlow is perhaps not the 
most obvious venue for metal 
rockers DragonForce to warm up 
for their Japanese arena tour. 

However, guitarist Herman Li tells GO! that 
the six-piece couldn’t see the pride of Fourth 
Avenue close without paying tribute to the 
venue that helped make them great nearly 15 
years ago. 

After releasing six albums, winning 
numerous rock accolades and touring all over 
the world it’s easy to forget that DragonForce 
were once a new band struggling to get 
noticed, playing tiny gigs to five people. 

But back in 2001 they were exactly that. 

“Things were difficult for us back then and I 
was sending demo tapes everywhere in the 
hope of getting noticed,” says a reflective 
Herman. 

“We had no record deal and were just 
hoping a venue would let us play. But when we 
contacted The Square they not only let us on 
stage, they allowed us to headline one night.” 

The Hong-Kong born guitar hero said he 
remembers the gig well, and even has a video 
recording that the band occasionally 
reminisce over. 

“We only had 50 people but it was a start, 
and it gave us the experience to go on and do 
bigger and better things. 

“You can’t just expect a band to be perfect 
straight away, and you need this kind of show 
to learn your craft, gain experience and see 
how these things work. 

“That’s why local venues are so important 
and it’s so sad to see so many closing down 
across the country. We had to come back to the 
Square as a way of saying thank you, before 


we go off to Japan.” 

A lot has changed since then, and 
DragonForce have been through numerous 
line-up changes, with 38-year-old Herman now 
settling into the role of “elder statesman” as 
one of three original members having jointly 
founded the band in 1999. 

The band’s latest album Maximum Overload 
was the last with long time drummer Dave 
Mackintosh at the sticks, with the Italian Gee 
Anzalone taking over the stall. 

“(Gee) is Italian so that has been really 
interesting, and even though his English isn’t 
perfect he comes out with some really funny 
things. He’s also a good cook which helps,” 
Herman laughs. 

“We’ve always been based in London which 
is a very international city and the blend of 
cultures within the band is natural, I’m just 
focusing on my job.” 

Maximum Overload was a major critical 
and commercial success when it was released 
in August last year, with their sixth album 
receiving rave reviews and good sales all over 
the world. 

Herman says of the album: “I think it is a 
mix of what we do best with hard metal 
sounds and melodic moments. 

“(The content) deals a lot with the pressures 
of every day battles and how it can all be too 
much. There’s a song on the album called 
Three Hammers and another called The Game, 
which describe fantasy epic battles, but I 
think these can relate to everyone’s struggles. 

“A lot of the songs are shorter than previous 
stuff, which can sprawl over 10 minutes, so it 
has made our set list a lot more varied and 
interesting.” 

Three of the tracks, including album opener 


The Game, feature the vocals of Trivium front 
man Matt Heafy, which Herman said made an 
interesting collaboration. 

“It was really cool working with Matt, and 
we have been friends for a while, but it was 
the first time we have ever featured anyone 
else on the album,” he said. 

Bizarrely another hand, or rather paw, on 
production was Herman’s dog who played an 
unknowing role in the progression of power 
anthem Three Hammers. 

Herman was unsure which version of a 
guitar riff would be right for the song and 
decided to play them for his dog, leaving the 
choice at the discretion of the mutt’s face. 

“I was playing a guitar part with some high 
pitch sounds and I kind of looked at my dog 
for a reaction. I played three versions and one 
he twisted his face, which I took to mean it 
was his favourite and that was the one I chose. 

“It was kind of random, but I often like to 
hear my animal’s opinion of music,” he 
laughed. 

Harlow will also offer a chance for the band 
to get back into sync with playing some older 
music, with the six keen to play a variety of 
songs in the Asian venues they don’t get to 
tour very often. 

“The fans (in Harlow) can expect a bit of 
everything, and I hope they enjoy the show,” 
says Herman, who is determined to put on one 
last performance to remember. 

While The Square will be closing at the end 
of the year, the venue will not be going quietly.

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John goes west for debut 


John Maclean first made his name with indie rockers The Beta Band but has now 
reinvented himself as film director. He tells Jay Glennie about making his first movie 
Slow West and working with Michael Fassbender 


How did you get your start in the 
film industry. Originally we know 
you from the Beta Band but how did 
you get your start working in film? 

I made a short film on my mobile 
called Man On A Motorcycle and that 
kind of kicked the whole thing off. I had 
spoken to many people within the film 
industry in the hope of directing a film 
but hadn’t got anywhere. So I funded 
the film myself and set about making it. 
This was pre-iPhone, but I just wanted 
to make a film, so used the tools 
available to me. 

I got the lucky break when Michael 
Fassbender came on board. He’s a 
friend of my agent and had liked the 
Beta Band. We met and got on and I 
wasn’t going to miss the opportunity. 
Michael likes motorcycling, so it paid 
off to have something he likes doing. 

Film4 saw Man On A Motorcycle and 
they then funded Pitch Black Heist and 
that went on to win a BAFTA. It was fun 
to make and Michael enjoyed it and it 
proved to be a good collaboration and he 
suggested that we make a feature film 
next. I mean it was great. It certainly 
ruled out any funding worries and it 
meant that I could take my time and 



really concentrate on the making sure 
the script was right. 

How long did the script take to 
complete? 

It took about two years to complete 
the script for Slow West. That wasn’t 
working non-stop, but it was over a two- 
year period. I think up ideas, day dream 
a little and begin to visualise the film, 
write it up and start work on the 
storyboards, which helps me capture 


what I have in my mind. 

With Michael attached, it ruled out 
any worries about funding; within 
reason, I could take my time and really 
get the script where I wanted it to be. I’d 
also like to say that I worked with a 
great British script editor called Kate 
Leys. So although Michael had 
suggested we work on a feature 
together, the script still had to be right. 
It had to be as good or if not better then 
the hundreds of scripts he is offered on 
a daily basis. The thing is also with 
Michael, he always comes up with great 
ideas as you develop a script. 

I pored over each line. I wanted each 
line to count. That’s why the script took 
so long. I am a big believer that if 
dialogue is going to be in a film, it has 
to be succinct and have meaning. 

Once we had the script in place it was 
then a case of finding a time within in 
Michael’s schedule. We had two 
opportunities, we could either pull it 
together in six months or be ready to 
start shooting and wait for two years. I 
took the six-month option! 

Why a Western, why that genre? 

Well, there appeared to be many 


British debut films that centred on 
growing up in a rough town, so I 
thought for my feature debut I would do 
something different. When I told 
Michael I had plans to write a Western, 
he immediately brought into the idea. It 
was luckily a genre he had long wanted 
to be a part of. He has that whole 
quality about him, so I could see it 
working. Come the start of filming he 
was itching to get on the horse! 

I actually thought that a Western 
would be kind of cheap to produce. I had 
this vision that it would be set in a 
forest or wilderness and not in towns 
and I’d just dress up a couple of guy in 
cowboy outfits and I wouldn’t have to 
worry about extras and creating whole 
cities and sets from the period. So that 
was on my mind. 

Also, coming from Scotland and 
growing up, my dad was always 
interested in the Highlands, the famine 
and all of the people who left. You also 
have the famous Westerns with John 
Wayne and all of those guys, but I 
thought that there was an opportunity 
to have a Western that links other 
cultures and migration. 

In the Beta Band and before that, I 
travelled a lot to the US and I would 
often bump into people who said their 
grandfather’s has come from Scotland 
or Ireland. So the seeds were sown. 
Which films influenced the writing 
and making of Slow West ? 


I read loads during the writing period 
and also immersed myself in films, 
soaking up as much as I could. It was 
basically a history of cinema. Films like 
Red River, Iron Horse, Rio Bravo, My 
Darling Clementine and a strange one 
called Blood On The Moon, with Robert 
Mitchum, which is really good and well 
worth checking out. There were also 
lots of early Japanese films, which the 
original American westerns were 
influenced by, films like The Seven 
Samurai. I love cinema and I knew all of 
the big films well. Directors like 
Scorsese, of course, but I didn’t feel 
comfortable because I hadn’t really 
done the Bergmans and the Bressons, 
that sort of stuff. 

As I say I love film and there are 
loads of little references scattered 
through Slow West from my favourite 
films. 

You had a great script but just as 
important was a stunning cast... 

I know it’s a dream, right?! Michael is 
a stunning actor. Always prepared and 
commits to the role. He was the same 
for the two shorts and he was on my 
first feature. 

So I had Michael Fassbender and 
everybody is ready to work when he is 
on set. I knew that would be the case 
because when I sent out the script and 
his name was attached, other actors 
want to work with Michael. They know 
it’s a serious project. 


More deranged delight for children 



Minions

YOU can have too much of a good thing. In 
small doses, Despicable Me’s goggle-eyed 
hench-creatures are a deranged delight. 

As unwitting heroes of their own big-screen 
adventure, these pint-sized “knights in shining 
denim” lose some of their loopy lustre, hindered 
by Brian Lynch’s flimsy script, which is 
disappointingly light on storyline and belly 
laughs. A dazzling vocal cast of gifted comic 
actors is repeatedly short-changed. 

Very young children, who gurgle with glee at 
the Minions’ bonkers vernacular combining 
Esperanto and goobledygook, will adore the 
slapstick, pratfalls and the tiniest member of 
the Minions clan, Bob, who clutches a 
well-loved teddy bear called Tim. 

Adults will be considerably harder to win 
over. 

The lack of a coherent storyline grates as 
much as the lazy cultural stereotyping of the 
British as tea-sipping, corgi-riding folk, who 
frequent pubs called The Pig’s Spleen. 

Since the dawn of time, Minions have 
gravitated towards despicable masters 
including Tyrannosaurus Rex, Count Dracula 
and Napoleon. 

Unfortunately, these masters die prematurely 
- at the hands of the clumsy, yellow 
hench-creatures - leaving the Minions in a state 
of deep depression. 

One brave soul named Kevin steps forth to 
find an evil boss for his bald, jaundiced 
brethren. 

Flanked by Stuart and scaredy-cat Bob, Kevin 
leaves the Minions’ ice cave retreat bound for 
1968 New York City. 


Cue a President Richard Nixon billboard 
proclaiming “Finally: a name you can trust”. 

Could the Minions have stumbled upon their 
arch-villain? 

No. The plucky trio learns about a gathering 
of criminals in Orlando and hitches a ride to 
the convention with a bank-robbing family led 
by Walter Nelson (voiced by Michael Keaton) 
and wife Madge (Allison Janney). 

Their daughter Tina (Katy Mixon) points the 
Minions in the direction of bouffant 
super-villain Scarlet Overkill (Sandra Bullock). 

“If I was a minion, that’s who I’d want to 
work for,” she swoons. 

Thus the trio pledges allegiance to Scarlet 
and her inventor husband Herb (Jon Hamm), 
who are plotting to steal the crown jewels from 
Queen Elizabeth II (Jennifer Saunders). 

While the soundtrack swings its flares to The 
Kinks and The Who, Kevin, Stuart and Bob 


careen around London armed with Herb’s nifty 
gadgets: a robo-suit, lava lamp gun and 
hypno-hat. 

Minions has a sprinkling of giggles and 
doesn’t outstay its welcome, but there’s an 
unshakeable feeling that Pierre Coffin and Kyle 
Baida’s film falls short. 

The groovy time period should be a velvet 
goldmine of visual gags, but the best the film 
can muster is a nod to The Beatles and a faked 
moon landing. 

The 3D version doesn’t exploit the 
eye-popping format, so parents with tykes in 
tow should save their money for the inevitable 
raid on the concessions stand. 

Animation is colourful and pristine, opting 
for shiny surfaces and sharp angles that reduce 
the need for meticulous detail and realism.

"Open House” 

The keys to selling any property are 
price, location and exposure. You can’t 
change the location of your property, 
and the market determines the price. 
However, your agent can make 
significant inroads into how powerfully 
your property is exposed to the market. 

One of the most effective methods is the 
"open house”. This is where the property is 
advertised as being open for anyone 
who wishes to view it at a certain time, 
usually during a weekend. Very common 
abroad, the open house is rapidly 
gaining popularity in the UK, and for 
good reason. 

Firstly, one of the best sources of qualified 
buyers is via the neighbours. Everybody 
knows someone who is selling and 
people tend to buy in an area which is 
close to their existing network of friends 
and acquaintances. This is knownas 
socio-demographic mirroring. 

When a property goes on show, it is 
marketed intensely in the 
neighbourhood so that every neighbour 
is aware that the property is for sale. If 
they know anyone who is buying, they 
are highly likely to invite them round to 
see the property, or at least look at it on 
their behalf. 

From the seller’s perspective, having an 
open house can concentrate the 
viewings around a fixed time. Go for a 
walk and leave it all to the agent if you 
want to reduce some of the stress of 
selling! 

Open house days tend to be very 
relaxed, and they create an environment 
where buyers do not feel in any way 
under pressure, but can take their time to 
consider a property’s merits.

Her overall score of 4744 points 
ranks her fifth in the UK for hep¬ 
tathlon in the U20 women. 

She is already ranked seventh 
in the long jump. 

She will compete in the English 
Schools’ Track & Field Champi¬ 
onships at Gateshead in July, com¬ 
peting in long jump. 


She will compete in the hep¬ 
tathlon at the English Combined 
Events Championships at Bed¬ 
ford in September. 

Completing a memorable week¬ 
end for the Harryman family, 
Naomi’s sister Beth, a student at
